Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant continues to argue against the 
references in a piecemeal fashion rather than what the combined references suggest to the artisan when taken as a whole. Applicant 
argues that none of the references suggest combination with any of the others, however, it is submitted that neither do the references 
provide any teaching that would suggest they could not be combined. The purpose of each of the references was to report the findings in 
the particular system that was being studied by the researchers. When the references are taken in their totality as seen by one skilled in 
the art, with the level of skill in the art being known to be high, the artisan would have been motivated with a reasonable expectation of 
success to combine the teachings of the cited references as stated previously. While none of the references implicitly suggest combining 
the references with one another, the motivation for the combination is properly founded in the prior art, as each reference represents 
basic research that the artisan would have used as a tool for the design of therapeutic methods. 
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
